Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 9/16/2004, with respect to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 2-5 
and 7-12 under 35 USC § 102(b) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made in view of Chen (US 5,751,725).

3. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chen (US 
5,751,725). 

□ In regard claim 10, Chen, cited previously, discloses a wireless receiver comprising: 
a processor (column 5 lines 46-62); and 
a memory for storing a look-up table (column 8 lines 53-56); 
wherein the processor uses a Yarnamoto-ltoh (Yl) metric value as in index into the 
look-up table to retrieve an associated Bit-Error-Rate (BER) or Symbol-Error-Rate 
(SER) for a received signal (column 2 lines 10-55, column 5 lines 34-45, column 9 lines 
37-67, and column 10 lines 31-48).
